Lands which were considered worthless 


a few years ago in California ure to-day 
worth more per acre than the rich prairies 
of Illinois and Iowa. Irrigation has made 
the change in values, and nndtr its magio 
influence the desert in being converted into 
wheat fields, -vineyards and orange groves 
It has also wrought wonders in Utah and 
Colorado, and In fact everywhere in tbe 
arid region where streams can be diverted 
en to lands that can be cultivated. 


Nevada, so far, because of the sparse- 


ness of population and its remoteness from 
a foreign market has not availed itself of 
the advantages of irrigation as much as 
other sections of the arid region, but proofs 
of what can be accomplished are seen 
along the Trnckee, on the Big Meadows 
and Paradise Vulley, Hnmboldt county and 
the tributaries of the Hnmboldt river in 
Elko county. 
Wheat and alfalfa fields, as 


productive as any in the United States, are 
seen where a few years ago there was 
nothing bnt sagebrush, the detert having 
been transformed by irrigation and industry 
into productive farms. 


In time, as farming lands get scarcer and 


the demand for bread increases, tens of 
thousands of acres of land now deemed 
worthless wilt be reclaimed in Nevada, as 
has been done in California and Colorado, 
but mines will have to be opened and man- 
ufacturing industries established to supply 
a home market for products of the soil to 
make farming on an extensive scale profit- 
able nt the present time and induce tho^e 
seeking homes to engage in agricultural 
pursu>t3 in Nevada, though it is an estab- 
lished fact that an alfalfa field in this Stair 
is more profitable than a corn field iu 
Illinois.

JEAtOUS OF BtAINK. 


Secretary of State Elaine the brainiest 


member of the Administration, was op- 
posed to the McKinley bill, and openly de- 
olnred that it would rapture the Republican 
party or any othsr party that indorsed it as 
it did not make a market for another bushel 
of wheat or barrel of pork. 
Tbe bill was 


approved by the President before and after 
it's passage and for awb.le there was a 
strong probability that Elaine would leave 
the Cabinet. 
Concessions were made to 


the Secretary, however, by permitting him 
to talk reciprocity with South America and 
Canada. Mr. Elaine negotiated a reci- 
procity treaty with Brazil, but as there is 
strong opposition to the measure, there ia 
no certainty of its adoption by Br»zil. 
He 


was also negotiating with Canada for a free 
interchange of certain articles, and a dele- 
gation from the Dominion went to Wash- 
ington to arrange a treaty with Secretary 
Elaine. Their hurried departure from the 
Capital caused considerable comment and 
the reason of it i» now explained. 
The 


President is not in sympathy with the reci- 
procity views of Mr. Elaine, and is jealous 
of that statesman. He has emphatically 
declared that there will be no reciprocity 
with Canada under his administration and 
will not permit even an informal consider- 
ation of the subject. The negotiation of a 
reciprocity treaty with Canada by Mr. 
Elaine would give that gentleman too much 
prominence, and mi°.ht result disastrously 
to the President's aspirations for a renom- 
ination, so he snubbed the Canadians and 
Mr. Elaine, at whose invitation, doubtless, 
they visited Washington, by interdicting 
the consideration of a reciprocity treaty 
with Canada. 


RAILKOAD 
OPERATIONS. 


President Huntington, of the Southern 


Pacific Company, reports the following

What makes cigar- 
ette smoking injurious is tho fact that 
the smoke is not retained in the mouth 
and throat, but is taken into the lungs. 
It is because the cigar smoker does not 
understand this that he denounces cig- 
arette smoking as insipid. So it is if the 
cigarette is smoked like a cigar but 
•when the smoke is swallowed the effect 
is far more delicate than can be obtained 
from any cigar, and you will find that a 
confirmed cigarette smoker seldom en- 
joys either a cigar or a pipe.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

The Points Decided by the Court. 


In 1889 the Assessor of Lander county 


assessed 29 and 15-100 miles of the Central 
Pacific Builroad at $14.000 per mile. At 
the meeting of the County Board of Equal- 
ization Attorneys for the Bailroad Com- 
pany appeared before the Board and asked 
th»t the assessment be reduced to $12,000 
per uiilf. The application was refused, as 
waa also one to reduce the number of miles 
of roal assessed from 29 15-100 mile* to 28 
39 100 miles. 
At a tubsequent meeting of 


theBoatd of Equalization a sefond appli- 
cation made by tbe Railroad Company was 
granted and the assessment was reduced to 
$12.000 per mile on 28 39-100 miles of 
road 
The District Attorney and Treasurer 


of Land.r county refused to accept a $12,- 
OOO-i . r-inile valuation, and brought suit to 
ooujp"i 
ih-j cotnpuuy to pay taxes on 


$14,000 per mila on 29 15-100 miles of 
road 
The District Court sustained tbe 


action of the Board of Equalization, and 
also deiided that only 28 39-100 miles of 
road eh uld be assessed in Lander county. 
From both of these decisions the Lander 
county officers appealed to the Supreme 
Coutt. That court affirmed the judgment 
of thu District Court ns to the number of 
miles of road that ehoold be assessed, and 
reversFd its decision as to tho assessed 
valuation per mile. 
The Supreme Court 


hoi s thotthe Board of Equalization in ap- 
proving the assessment of $14,000 per mile 
at Us first meeting exhausted its jurisdic- 
tion iu the matter and could not subse- 
quently increase or reduce the assessment. 


This decision will compel the Bailroad 


Company to pay taxes on $2,000 more per 
mile of road in Lander county, or on about 
$60,000 more than what it has paid.
